GUIDANCE, 
PLEASE! 


I have been following your reports on 
proposed motorcycle legislation. Thanks 
to your warning I sent a telegram pro- 
testing the compulsory crashbar legis- 
lation. Last week you disappointed me 
when you wrote “Compulsory Helmets, 
Twice Rejected, Will Probably Pass” 
and later on “It seems pretty certain 
that the compulsory helmet part will 
pass”. Now that is a defeatist talking. 
Ihave been a motorcyclist for fourteen 
years and have owned a variety of bikes. 
Most of my riding has been for transpor- 
tation purposes rather than for sport. 
From my own experience I am going to 
state flatly that compulsory helmet 
legislation will hurt the motorcycle in- 
dustry. I would not have bought a motor 
cycle if there had been a compulsory 
helmet law in existance at the time I 
bought my first bike. 

Let me suggest that you rewrite that 
earlier column. Start with something like 
“Compulsory Helmets Will Probably 
Pass Unless? ”, You fill in the question 
mark. Do we need a flood of telegrams 
or letters to our assemblymen? What 
should we do? It is to people like you 
that we of the motorcycling public must 
turn when our rights are in danger of 
being violated. Find out what will kill 
this objectionable compulsory helmet 
legislation and then pass it on to us 
through your column. At least print the 
the arguments of the proponents of this 
legislation so we know what kind of in- 
formation the assemblymen are getting. 
This would help us in writing to our 
representatives. WE NEED GUIDANCE. 

My response to your report last week 
concerning compulsory helmet legisla~ 
tion was to send a telegram opposing 
it (the compulsory helmet legislation) to 
my assemblyman, Ken MacDonald, and 
Fhairman Foran. Assemblyman Mac 
Donald replied by asking why I opposed 
the legislation and I sent him a letter 
reply. It suggests that our assemblymen 
are willing to consider our views if we, 
the motorcycling public, will present 
them. 

I feel that I am fully aware of the 
dangers inherent in motorcycling, have 
examined the merits of a helmet and 
have made my decision regarding their 
use. I feel that I am the only one who 
should make this decision.

(“Cycle Ne ws is aware that many read- 
ers look to us for guidance, Doctor. We 
wouldn’t want to guide anyone into a 
losing situation, however, and that’s 
what this helmet bill is for us. It is a 
cut-and-dried political expedient, forced 
on the states. Unless California passes 
certain laws, including compulsory hel- 
mets for rider and passenger, we”ll be 
denied Federal higħway funds, to the 
tune of billions of dollars. Could we 
cause President Johnson to have a 
change of heart? Will our stouthearted 
state forego millions of dollars to pre- 
serve our simple freedoms? It doesn’t 
look too hopeful at this point. After the 
law is enacted, we can test its consti- 
tionality. Care to volunteer for the test 
case? 

“Meantime we will step up the attack 
on some parts of AB 978 which we can 
win against, such as the requirement 
that riders obtain a car drivers license 
before applying for a special permit to 
operate a motorcycle. This would work 
a far worse hardship on new riders and 
bike sales than any other part of the 
bill.”)

Sierra Cycle Club, of Auburn, California,is one of the fortunate few 
clubs who have their own tracks,and they are doubly lucky in that by dint of 
good planning, hard work, and an ideal location they have what is probably 
the best scrambles track in Northern California. 


Located a mile or so west of the 
little town of Lincoln, the track is 
laid out on what looks like old, old 
placer diggins, with lots of shade 
trees, ample space for walking around 
and enough trails so that the ever- 
present pit racers are not much of a 
problem. 

And the trees are not confined to 
just the spectator area. The course 
winds in and out of the trees like 
one of the Sierra Club’s “nature 
walk” trails. There are two jumps, 
one a conventional earth hump, the 
other actually a shallow gulley 
where the exiting bikes get airborne 
but good. 

Challenging Course 

It is a good example of the all- 
around track. Thereis a long straight 
where the horsepower lads can 
really screw it on, culminating in a 
banked first turn, which leads into 
the above mentioned gulley, and a 
short straight. At the end of the 
straight there is a hard right turn 
around a tire-padded tree, another 
jump, more zigs and zags through 
the woods and then a fairly easy 
left-hander that opens out onto the 
Straight again. All bends have es- 
caperoutes and restarts on the “two- 
down-in-the-first-corner” rule are 
rare. 

Surprisingly, this is a new club 
but their first race was so good that 
the word spread fast, and the second 
time no less than 209 riders showed 
up, a fantastic turnout for an out-of- 
theeway place like Lincoln. Riders 
came from as far as Reno, with 
half from the Bay Area. 

The racing was good in all class- 
es, but the race many of us were 
looking forward to didn’t come off. 
Exactly. 

Hapless Novices 

350 Novices Ron Davies and Don 
Murray have run each other time and 
time again on their howlin’ hot Hon- 
das, with Ron always winning. A 
couple of weeks ago at Lodi Ron 
slid through the mud a little faster 
than Don for a 1-2 finish.

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| A LIME-LAYER LO 


AT GREENHORN 


by Bob Greene 
There always has to be one, one run that not only does the proverbial 
separating act between the men and the boys, but one run that goes on against 
all odds until it becomes kind of a legend. Like the incomparable Big Bear 
Hare and Hound and the Jack Pine Enduro, now both past history, this year’s 
21st annual running (June 3 and 4) of the 500-mile Greenhorn Enduro poses a 


riding challenge to end all challenges. 


A Greenhorn Primer 

What’s thecombination to finish- 
ing Greenhorn? Well, it’s kind of a 
three-point program that we might 
as well kick around right here and 
now: determination, lots of cool, and 
proper machinery. 

First, let's take big point number 
one: determination. Some guys call 
it guts but that’s really not the word; 
determination is what it takes, and 
you might find you have a little 
more than you thought when you con- 
sider that back in the Fifties the 
boys used to go the route in Green- 
horn on those big police model Har- 
ley and Indian 61’s and 74’s. 

Suddenly that lightweight of yours 
feels kinda like a toy, doesn’t it? 
Some folks lost their determination 
when they lost the course or missed 
a check. Don’t make that mistake. 
Retrace your steps and pick up the 
course if it takes an hour, or press 
on regardless. 

Sometimes sections of the course 
are thrown out, same for checks, if 
course markings are obliterated. And 
no matter how discouraged you be- 
come from fatigue, remember that 
the guy next to you is probably feel- 
ing just as wiped out. 

Only on one occasion should you 
allow determination to wane; when 
physical exhaustion endangers your 
well-being or controlof the machine.

Saturday afternoon course captain Bob Greene scouts one of the more inclined downhill sections of the 1967 500-mile National 


ribbon, lime, or arrow marking cards. 
The rule book says that the course 
must be marked every two miles, so 
if you go over two miles and don’t 
spot it, turn around and go back to 
the last marker. 

The mainstay of the marking crew 
will be lime, but remember that the 
marking crew cannot always carry 
as much lime as they would like on 
a run of this distance, and some- 
times they run out. You can tell 
when they do, when they are forced 
to go onto the lighter cards or rib- 
bon, so don’t depend exclusively on 
lime. But even marking cards have 
their limitations, for they usually 
require a wooden stake for support, 
and wooden stakes, like lime, can 
only be carried in relatively small 
quantities, 

So it boils down to the ribbon as 
being the course markers’ emergency 
kit; with half a dozen rolls of rib- 
bon he can go on forever, but you'll 
really have to look sharp to spot it, 
especially ribbon that is a couple 
of weeks old. 

Also in the Cool Department, if your 
bike is a gutless wonder, or if you 
have trouble keeping on schedule 
for any reason and are falling close 
to an hour behind, try leaving the 
lunchor gas checks up to14 minutes 
early. You'll probably take a penalty 
of 2 points per minute early, but 
better to lose points than to be dis- 
qualified for arriving at the next 
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Greenhorn Enduro., A trail bike would have come in handy at this point. 


Be Cool 

Point number two, Cool: Compo- 
sure is the stuff top enduro men are 
made of. Ride relaxed, like a limp 
rag, if you are going to go the route. 
It is not a race, and even if you are 
riding a trail bike, you'll find the 
averages are fairly low, mostly 24 
mph. Follow the course markers 
rather than the rider ahead.of you 
and look for that orange marking 


check an hour late. Just don’t get 
caught anywhere on the course 15 
minutes early or you will also be 
disqualified. Conversely, if you 
have speed to burn, get a hold of 
yourself and try to ride 30 seconds 
late at all points. 
Don't Panic 

Lastly, on this cool bit, remem- 
ber that approximately only one- 
third of the riders that start will 
finish, so ride easy, don’t panic at 


the hills or bottlenecks, and ride to 
finish rather than letting a moment 
of reckless haste or misjudgement 
knock you out of contention. Should 
you become an hour late, don’t let 
it bug you, but press on for the ex- 
perience or the chance that the dirty 
check that did you in will be tossed 
out for some reason. It has happened! 

Final point, Proper Machinery: 
Don’t go out with your bike hanging 
by a thread. Bad clutches, worn 
rings, and thin skins will eat you 
up in the desert when the going gets 
tough. Try to have traction and gear- 
ing compatible for steep hills and 
deep sand, especially if you’re new 
at the game. Sure I ran over most of 
my section with a stock Hodaka shod 
with street tires, but to do it you’ve 
got to keep the engine on the boil 
most of the time; besides, this was 
a month before the run, when. the 
weather was relatively damp and the 
sand much more firm. 

And Finish! 

As for the course, I don’t know 
what those wild men on the Saturday 
morning section have in store for 
you, but if you make it to the Satur- 
day lunch stop, I guarantee you’ll 
go the route, for I feed you the worst 
hill of the afternoon in the first 20 
minutes, and although it’s a t4-mile 
long, I’ve covered it with sponge 
rubber just in case you goof. 

The rest of the afternoon is fun- 
type trailing and a 5emile virgin 
cross-country softie to keep you 
from getting cold. Then more trails, 
sandwash, trails, sandwash, and 
suddenly you’re lifting a cool one 
at Ridgecrest. 

Another old gentleman takes you 
out the next moming heading back 
through Red Mountain and on to 
Tokiwa’s lunch stop. Being a little 
younger than I, he still has some 
nasty blood left in him, but not much, 
so don’t sweat it. I overheard him 
talking about one keen little shale 
downhill, but he’s riding a big Ty- 
phoon too and surely you lightweight 
riders can outshine a big blunderbuss 
like that on the downskids. 


Py fi 


One final point: due to the fact 
that Greenhorn will occasionally run 
on highway, it is advised that the 
machines be legal in respect to muf- 
fling, license, registration and rear 
view mirror. And for your own pro- 
tection, please wear a good helmet 
and carry a canteen full of liquid 
refreshment. 

Like I said, hang loose and play 
it cool and I’ll see your dirty face 
at the finish,

Trouble Ahead 

As we follow the blue Triumph 
over the hard-packed dirt, we soon 
reach the highway at Big Cedar 
Springs. The trail leads to the left 
away from the highway, and we fol- 
low the narrow grassy path uphill. 
There are a few close trees in this 
area, but they don’t seem to slow 
Bill down. Half way up, the course 
goes left, and then —— it looks like 
there may be trouble ahead. There 
is a short downhill with a big mud 
‘hole at the bottom, and then an al- 
most insurmountable bumpy uphill 
as soon as you leave the mud. Wow! 
Some of these guys are really hav- 
ing problems getting through the mud. 
It appears that mud baths are the 
order of the day. Here come 48B 
and C, each riding a black Match- 
less single, with Bill on his Triumph 
close behind. Zip, zip, zip. All 
three fly through the mud and bounce 
up the hill with mud-caked knobbies 
fighting for traction. 

And what do we find at the top? 
You bet! Another downhill, and down 
we go. A nice grassy uphill lies 
ahead, so they screw open the throt- 
tle and up they go. Guess what? 
They find they have left the trail, 
but what the heck. It was a real fun 
cot now, down we go to find the 
trail.

FOR A CHICKEN

The Fifth Annual Chicken Enduro was presented on May 7 by the 
Motorpsycho Explorer Post 305. The starting place for the run was a 
few miles south of Yosemite National Park on Highway 41 at Yosemite 
Forks Lodge. There were 276 entries, and when all was over, only 170 
had completed the run. Believe it or not, some of these riders tumed 


chicken and back tracked. 

Due to bad weather and deep 
snow, the Scouts had to re-route the 
run several times and were forced to 
put in more pavement than they an- 
ticipated. Because of this, the aver- 
age speed was quite fast with a 
28.5 mph overall average and 36 
mph in the fastest section. 

In reporting on a enduro, it is 
advantageous to outline the course, 
so that riders who missed it can tell 
what it was like and determine if 
they would like to ride it in the 
future. 

Bill Green’s Odyssey 

So let*s follow a rider around the 
course, 

How about number 48A? He looks 
experienced and his desert-equipped 
blue Triumph appears capable enough 
todo the job. We find that the rider’s 
name is Bill Green, and that Bill 
drove up from Hermosa Beach look- 
ing for a change from the typical 
desert enduro. Key time for Bill is 
10:48 a.m., and as the starter points 
his finger, Bill and three otherriders 
sharing the same number are off. 
The trek starts with a short ride 
north on Highway 41 and then swings 
left; leaving the pavement. After a 
short distance, Bill hits a hard sur 
face road, with a bit of a slope with 
the left side high. The melting snow, 
running down from the mountains, 
has caused quite a bit of radial 
erosion, and Bill finds the high left 
side the best place to ride. Leaving 
this, he drops over a steep downhill 
with a sharpright turn at the bottom. 
A water crossing lies a short dis- 
tance ahead. Bill says, “No sweat”, 
and plows through.

Blinding Snow Everywhere 

Now Bill hits the spot where the 
snow has really done its deed. Here 
is one big mess of slick muddy road. 
We follow Bill through without a mis- 
hap and hit Highway 49 just above 
Nipanawasee. We follow the highway 
for a short distance and then cut 
tight back into the mud. Then we 
climb to about 4000 feet, and there 
it is, snow everywhere. It’s about a 
foot deep, with a narrow trail through 
it. Perhaps the first bikes had a bit 
of trouble here, but Fill follows their 
trail with no problem. Leaving the 
snow, we hit some mud switchbacks 
and then start the descent. It’s a bit 
bumpy going down and there are quite 
a few cast-offs. After crossing a 
bridge , Bill pullsinto the first check. 

Fast Sections 

After leaving the check, we hit a 
long stretch of pavement. Now off 
the pavement again, and we’re on a 
hard dirt road, with fast TT type 
corners. This leads us to check #2. 
Now we change speeds, as we enter 
the 36 mph section. We are on fast 
gravel for awhile, and then we hit 
pavement, and followit into check #3. 

Check #3 is in, Raymond and the 
riders have a five minutes stop to 
gas up. We leave the third check and 
follow the pavement passed a quarry 
and into check #4, We drop our speed 
to 30 mph and off we go on a dirt 
farm road through a beautiful green 
valley. The dirt ends, and we find 
ourselves on more pavement. Here’s 
a fast downhill. Boy! Bill is really 
whistling; he thinks he’s late. More 
dirt and then pavement as we come 
into Awahnee. Bill's still cranking 
it on in fourth. Oh no! There’s a cop 
ahead. Bill slows down; the cop 
waves and away we go. 

The pavement ends and Bill pulls 
in to check #5.So far no trouble, but 
Bill can’t figure out if he is on time 
or not. 

Back to the Start 

Now the trail doubles back, and 
we hit the first part of the moring 
course. We travel back over the 
eroded road, with the high left side, 
and strike out for the downhill. As 
Bill descends the hill, someone 
calls to him. He looks up, at the 
wrong time naturally. Then he gets 
off in the weeds. Who called? Bill’s 
buddy, he’s up in the trees shooting 
a movie of the whole scene. Bill 
checks out his bike and finds every- 
thing o.k. and he’s off again. We go 
back through the morning water cross- 
ing, and then arrive at the finish. 

Well, who won? We don’t know 
yet, but Bill Green arrived four min- 
utes early.

Bud Budschat, National Number 13 of Seattle, romped to a thrilling vic- 
tory Sunday, May 7, to become the 1966 Bellingham Flat Track Champion. 
The race, which was rained out twice in 1966, attracted 1306 paid spectators 
and 62 of the Northwest’s greatest 250cc riders. 

The Mt. Baker Motorcycle Club of Bellingham ran their usual well- 
organized event. The grounds were spotless, the pits were well-kept and the 
racing must have been seen to be believed. 


The 10-lap “A” Main was won by 
Bob Budschat over Dick Taylor, 
high point TT rider in the United 
States in 1964, by about 2% inches 
on the last lap. In third place was 
Dayton MacKenzie of Vancouver, 
B.C., and right on his rear wheel to 
take fourth was Ron Hoppe of Ed- 
monds., 

The “B” Main which was the 
second of the Main Events was 
nearly a repetition of the “A” with 
not more than 50 feet separating the 
first and last riders in the eight lap 
event. The lead changed back and 
forth four times between Roger 
Stanley of Seattle and Tom Jones 
from Kirkland. Finally, Stanley edged 
a few feet in front of leader Jones 
on the last corner and flashed across 
the finish line the winner with Jones 
second, Bard Hansen third, and in 
fourth place, right on Bard’s rear 
wheel, was Ed Fleming. 

The four “C” Main winners rode 
as many varieties of motorcycles as 
there were winners.. First was Bill 


Fogg (Ducati), a flat track veteran 
of Vancouver, B.C., riding a beauti- 
ful race. Second, third and fourth 
places went to Duane Depoe, (Su- 
Zuki), primarily a scrambles rider, 
Curtis Stein (Honda) and Don Charl- 
ton (H-D). 
Side by Side 

Then came the big event of the 
day, the 1966 Flat Track Champion- 
ship. At the drop of the white flag, 
10 finalists roared from the line 
with Dick Taylor in the lead at the 
first turn, Ron Hoppe and Bob Bud- 
schat right on his rear wheel and 
side by side. With Chris Hanson 
tucked in between, the four riders 
could have been covered by a blank- 
et. On the fifth lap, Budschat and 
Hoppe managed to pass Taylor as 
he slid wide on the south turn and 
they remained in this order for the 
rest of the 20-lap event.

Jerry 
Hansen took the 650cc Amateur win 
inthree close motos with Brian Pros- 
ser in for second, and Jim Peterson 
claiming third. 

Not often seen taking a win in 
the 500-650cc Open Expert class, 
was a Harley-Davidson, with Bill 
McCoy twisting the grips.

INDUSTRY VIGOROUSLY 
PROMOTING SAFETY 


Motorcycle and motorscooter safe- 
ty has become one of the most vigor- 
ously promoted aspects of the entire 
motor vehicle field this year, accord- 
ing to an official of the two-wheel 
industry’s trade association. 

Walter C. Davidson, Govemmental 
Relations Chairman of the Motor- 
cycle, Scooter and Allied Trades 
Association, in an address before 
members of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity Traffic Institute’s Police Ad- 
ministration Training Program, said 
that the number of two-wheeled motor 
vehicles using public roads has now 
reached the 2-million mark and that 
most states now realize the neces» 
sity for special licensing and train- 
ing programs. Less than 10. of the 50 
states had separate licensing and 
testing for cycles before this year. 
Davidson noted that at least 20 
others would consider passing li- 
censing legislation for two-wheelers 
during current sessions. 

Technical standards for the ve- 
hicles themselves are an important 
part of the safety program, according 
to Davidson. He stated that the as- 
sociation was endeavoring to develop 
specifications for proposed national 
standards on tires\and tube, wheel 
rims, handlebars, brakes, electrical 
systems, controls, muffler systems, 
directional signals and seats. This 
technical information will be offered 
to the National Traffic Safety Agency, 
headed by Dr. William Haddon, Jr.
